PEARL S AND PERILS 

Unsanctified Riches Kill the Finer Instincts of 
the Heart 



SOMETHING of a sensation was 
caused some time ago in the 
gem-world by the discovery 
that a number of "cultivated," as dis- 
tinct from "natural," pearls had been 
sold in London for "the real thing." 

The twenty-four hours' newspaper 
scare may have furnished fun for the 
masses of folk whose interest in pre- 
cious stones is purely impersonal ; but 
to those who arc said to have turn- 
ed much of their wealth into this form 
of investment, and especially (o liave 
favored pearls, it is not difficult to 
imagine that considerable uneasy feel- 
ing was aroused. 

At any rate, this happening furnish- 
es yet another reminder of how earth- 
ly riches, even the most beautiful, 
may take to themsehes wings. Thieves 
may break through and steal, moth 
and rust corrupt, deception render 
valueless the hoarded supposed treas- 
ures ! 

Men and women spend their ener- 
gies, mental powers — indeed, a life- 
time to amass a pile of gold.' acquire 
a large estate, fill a chest of t/easure, 
thinking that thereby they shall ob- 
tain happiness and be contented. 

But they fight, they struggle, they 
work early and late, and deplorable, 
bnt true, they sometimes kill their 
fellows in the mad race for riches and 
possession. 

What 'supreme wisdom is embodied 
in (he Master's words; "Lay not up 
for yourse'vci treasures upon earth. 
. . . But lay up for yourselves treas- 
ures in Heaven. . , . For where your 
treasure is. there will your heart be 
also." 

The last clause is particularly sig- 
nificant. Does it not contain for all 
time a solemn warning against the 
most subtle of all the pcril.s; ihat beset 
tlic worshipper of this world's riches 
— their fearful tendency to corrode 
the soul.' 

How surely, if not waichcd, wealth 
can kill all the finer instincts of the 
heart ; how easily^for are v.e not 
continually witnessing it? it cv.r be- 
come a veritable golden calf to turn 
men and women away, from the love 
and service of God and kill their 
compassion for the sorrows and need? 
of their fellow-creatures. 

The friends of a dying man called 
in one of liis devout and God-fearing 
acquaintances to pray with him be- 
fore the end should come and cut him 
off in his sin, which they knew was 
unforgiveii. Standing beside the bed 
this saint of God looked into eyes 
that were already becoming dimmed 
by the approach of the cold waters 
of death and he said, "Can you pray? 
Will you but throw yourself on tlie 
mercy df God and in these last mo- 
ments plead forgiveness through 



Christ? -Give me your hand and 1 
will pray, and you pray with, mu!" 

The dying friend, the death rattle 
already in his throat and an unnatur- 
al glitter in his. eyes, returned his 
friend's look and shook his head 
while he clutched tighter at some- 
thing he held beneath the coverlet. 

That moment death claimed him 
and when they turned down the bed- 
cover he was holding with a veritable 
death grip the key to the old family 
chest. He had kept if locked from 
the other members of the household 
for years. No one knew what it con- 
tained, or why its contents should be 
a secret, but in openhig it they found 
a number of small hags filled with 
gold pieces of various deiioniinalions 
which he had hoarded and misered 
up to the very end, reluctant even 
then to disclose his secrets and let 
them go. 

Beware, therefore, of unsanctified 
riches! 

Pearls were well-known to the 
people of Palestine, the coast of a 
nearby country btiiig a source of sup- 
ply. Possibly this familiarity :y.-- 
counts for the naturalness of the 
language employed in the striking 
references to this beautiful gem which 
the Bible contains. "And the twelve 
gates (of the holy city) were twelve 
pearls." is an example. But while only 
the few can hope to become posses- 
sors to any e.stcnt of the alluring ma- 
terial wealth to which we have re- 
ferred, the higher and infinitely more 
desirable gifts and qualities of which 
the pearl is made the symbol in the 
Scriptures arc, ihank God. within the 
reach of the humblest, and of these 
all may have a goodly store — "treas- 
ures in IIcr>'-en.''

Yorubas and other tribesfolk kneel- 
ing at the drum-head in the open- 
air and in the various Meeting- 
places seeking God. 

The Army may now be said to 
have established itself, not in Ni- 
geria alone, but in the Gold Coast, 
where at Accra and two other 
centres the Flag is flying. Captain 
King Hudson (who was trained for 
Officership at the International 
Training Garrison, Clapton), is do- 
ing a God-glorifying work on be- 
half of lilis fellow countrymen, 
prominent amongst whom is one, 
Yaw Eodoo V, a paramount Chief, 
who recently with his elders re- 
ceived Major Grimes in state. This 
native ruler, the Colonel says, is 
now an earnest Salvationist. Such 
a fact exercises a great influence in 
the minds of the inhabitants, num- 
bers of whom have also professed 
conversion. 

. A] Dnakwa, in the Gold Coast, a 
Hall is in course of erection, and 
some sixty Soldiers and Recruits 
have been enrolled. Amongst tlje 
number are one-time fetish dancers, 
idol worshippers, and those who 
were the slaves of strong drink.

But to return to Nigeria, which i.s

The Colonel speaks of crowded 
and vivid open-air gatherings held 
by day and night, and of thronged 
Meetings in the Halls, where, es- 
pecially at the time of harvest, some 
impressive scenes are witnessed, 
when the "I'oruba and other people 
bring their offerings to God. The 
note of -sacrifice is included even in 
the crude beliefs of their fathers. 
To the idols many take their gifts 



of yarns, sweet potatoes, and even 
cotton goods. Sometimes in the 
towns and villages women may be 
seen carrying calabashes on their 
heads containing their gifts for the 
gods. 

But there is, of- course, a new 
spirit imported into tbeir ofifering 
when Christ is the object of wor- 
ship. ''It is deeply impressive," de- 
clares the Colonel, "to see the peo- 
ple coming forward svith their gifts, 
which they offer kneeling, and wait 
for the hand to be laid in blessing 
on their heads. One may see a 
poor little native boy kneeling with 
his tiny gift side by side with a 
fashionably-attired native lady who 
has come in her car to the Hall 
door, and whose gift is more im- 
posing. 

A touching prayer 

When the Colonel was sick, a 
converted bush doctor, the tallest 
Salvationist in Nigeria, came in his 
flowing robes to make his offering 
and to pray for- the Colonel's 
recovery. 

'•It was very touching." said the 
Colonel with glistening eyes, "to 
see the dear fellow moving forward 
on his knees and to hear him pray, 
'Oil ! big Massa God, I. thy linmble 
one, pray Thee to pour out on the 
head of Thy servant who is sick 
Thy waters of healing.' Then, when 
he had presented his offering (a 
gift of ncw-Iald eggs) he stood, a 
stately figure, before the Colonel, 
and, clapping his hands in a way 
difficult to imitate, said, in a tone 
of quiet confidence. 'You will be 
lietter now!' " 

Some wonderful conversions have 
lakLMi place both amoiig.st iiieii and 
women. .\n idol - worshipping 

pi*lest. who 'had amputated some 
of his toes in a fit of religious fer 
vor. said. "I nosv know the true 
God, He loves me,- This Army 
catch me and tell me of Jesus and 
His big love. I no 'frald of Him, 
lie is with me. and give me peace." 

Two men called at the .Army's 
Headquarters at Lagos one day, 
the one to interpret for the other, 
who came asking the way to find 
and worship the one true God. 
Lalcr in an .-^riny Meeting he was 
saved, and said. "Though f speak 
little. God give me plenty to say. 



Army show me plenty God ; plenty 
to wasH my clean heart. Army give 
nice feelings in my heart!" 

It is stirring to hear Mrs. Souter 
tell of her wayside Meetings with 
women. She would not talk long 
with those who had heard the mes- 
sage elsewhere. "It is to those 
who do not know of Jesus we 
come," she said. "You who know 
of Him must work for Him, and 
Tiring in those who do not knovv 
Him." So she went out with her 
concertina and with a translator, 
and at the wayside talked of the 
Saviour of mankind. Then when 
there were any women convicted 
she took them to one of two 
Centres, where she spoke further 
with them. Sometimes three and 
four have professed Salvation at 
one time. 

A good beginning has been made 
amongst prisoners, who are regular- 
ly visited. Meetings are held 
amongst men and women. At 
Abeokuta the Colonel had ISO men 
and twenty women present at one 
such gathering. One man who at- 
tended turned up after release at 
Lagos and testified that he had 
found Christ in prison. Mrs Sou- 
ter relates equally eheering facts 
about her work amongst the few 
women in the prison at Lagos. 

There is a good field for medical 
work in Nigeria and the Gold 
Coast, though aside from the "First 
Aid" efforts of our Officers nothing 
lias yet been organized. In this 
connection it is worthy of note that 
a chemist has become converted at 
Swedru, in the Gold Coast, and he 
is now a Local Officer and a Candi- 
date. 

Music an attraction 

The musical instruments given 
by comrades on the departure from 
England of the pioneer party .have 
proved valuable in attracting the 
people, who love the drum and 
cornet and concertina. 

The authorities have manifested 
their friendliness in various ways. 
Both the Governor and the Lieut.- 
Governor have subscribed towards 
the .^rmy's Work. 

Our comrades pay tribute to the 
devotion of .Major and Mrs. Charles 
Smith and others who have helped 
to "blaze the trail" in Nigeria and 
the Gold Coast. Though recuper- 
ating in England, they are eager 
to return to West Africa as soon as 
they are fit, for beyond the great 
lagoon they have many children in 
liie Lord whom they love dearly 
for Christ's sake, and who cried to 
them as they left their sun-bathed 
shores : "Come back again soon, 
soon!"

In actual contact with 
many of those social wrecks I have 
learned their difficulties and hopes, 
and the appalling fact to me i,~ that 
they are, of necessity, so wrapped up 
in the fearful struggle to sujiply their 
daily wants that it becomes a mys- 
tery that even one or two should have 
time even to think of their souls. I 
pray that God may ever grant you 
the power to become a 'Jesus-inan' to 
them. 

"I commend myself to your pray- 
ers that the vision beautifnl may live 
and grow in me and may never, never 
fade." 

This young man of education looks 
upon his stay in the Army Institution 
as the tunn'ng point in his career, 
and the Officer, treasuring the letter 
from his facile pen, continues hi?

EASTERN INDIA 

Aim of Day Schools to Spread Edu- 
cation Amongst the Backward 

Our N.ivai and Military Home in 
Calcutta is, for its purpose, well- 
situated, being within easy distance 
of the jiorl and close to the New 
Market. The Officers here are kept 
busy from the early morning until 
late evening. The Home is always 
well-filled with furlough men from 
up-country stations; the creature com- 
forts of these men require attention 
during the day, and in the evening at 
6 o'clock-, the men flow in like a 
steady stre.im until closing time at 9 
p.m. ,^s may be imagined, the Home 
exercises a good influence upon the 
men who appreciate all the efforts put 
forth on their behalf. 

The Military Hospital i.^ regularly 
visited hy the Officers and our liter- 
ature is distributed among the men. 
In the Home itself, bright Salvation 
meetings are held twice every week, 
Sunday and ^\'■ednesday evcning.s. As 
much variety as possible is introduc- 
ed into the Wednesday meeting; 
sometimes a Lantern Service is held, 
at others a Musical Jleeting is ar- 
ranged. Our aim in this branch of 
our work is the same as it is in all 
others, namely, the Salvation of souls. 

Rural India has a charm of its own, 
and tbe villages of Bengal with their 
simple inhabitants make an appeal 
to the heart of the Salvationist whicli 
cannot be denied. The Salvation .\rmy 
is laboring in many of these villages. 
Though the adults are not forgotten, 
much of our work lies among the 
young. Our Day Schools arc a neces- 
siiy: their aim is to spread education 
among the backward and depressed 
classes. The scboiars in these prim- 
ary schools usually number from 
eighty to one hundred children. They 
are taught Scripture, reading, w-rit- 
ing. arithmetic and physical drills, 
in addition to this the girls learn 
needlework. The general results at- 
tained arc very satisf.ictory. Requests 
,nre continnnllv Iieitirr jiiade to us from 
the villagers themselves to opent Corps 
and Schools in their midst. 

We h.TVC also meeting places where 
the people gather, and Salvation is 
preached. Sometimes hy a comrade 
of their own race; at other times the 
white Sadlui comes with the fiery 
message. 



WESTERN STATES 

Among the Lumberjacks

of this world. What then is the con- 
formity to, and friendship with the 
world, which these nnd a host of sim- 
ilar passages prohibit? In other 
words, what is worldliness? ; 
,. We reply— I ^t. Wc take that to be 
worldly which professes to be so. 
■Neithei; men nor things are, as a. rule, 
better than Ihey /profess to be. 

2nd. ^Vc' take )hat to be worldly 
which, in sentiment and spirit, the 
children of the world, love, estccni, 
and enjoy. * 

.^rd. We count whatever has no 
reference to God, righteousness, or' 
eternity,' which "savourcth not of the 
things of God," as worldly. > 

It sectris to us that these proposi- 
tions arc so self-evident, that no 
thoughtful Christian can gainsay 
them. Some professors seem to re- 
gard nothing as worldly that is not 
absolutely devilish, such as profan- 
ity, blasphemy, or obscenity. But the 
Scriptures carefully and clearly dis- 
tinguish between the two. They pro- 
hibit Christians conforming to the 
world iti the usages of daily life. 



They are not to talk like the world. 
In the way of "foolish jesting," 
".swelling words,'' etc. But, on the 
contrary, their* conversation h to 
"be seasoned with salt," meet to 
"minister grace to the hearers." It 
is to be "pure," proceeding from "a 
good" (not a doubtful} "conscience." 
It is to be "in heaven, from whence 
we look for the appearing of our 
Lord lesus Christ." , 

Modest apparel 

The Scriptures prohibit Christians 
dressing' like the world. "Whose 
adorning In it not be that outward 
.idorning: c.f plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel" (i Peter iii,, 3). ''In like 
manner also, that women adorn them- 
selves in modest apparel, with shame- 
facednc.<;s and sobriety, not with braid- 
ed hair, or gold, or pearls,, or costly 
array: but, which becomcth women 
profes.'^isg godliness,- with good 
works" (i Tim. ii,, 9, 10), "More- 
over the Lord saith. Because the 
daughters of Zion arc haughty, and 
walk with stretched forth necks and 
wanton eyes, walking and mincing as 
they go; therefore the Lord will 
sniiic with a scab the crown of the 
head of rhe daughters of Zion" (Tsa! 
iii,, 16. 17). W* commend this whole 
chapter to the 'consideration of all 
whom it may concern, ^nd we wonld 
.>:ugge5t that as the Lord Jfliovah re- 
garded the dress of those Israel itish 
women as a sign of tlieir backslidden 
condition, and thought it sufficiently 
important to be recorded by His holy 
prophet, it may be well for us to con- 
sider how far the same sig::s arc 
manifest aniong.st us in our day.

That good progress is being made 
ill the reconstruction ct the de- 
vastated areas ot France is evident 
from the ofTicia! figures made 
])nblic. 

Of 7-11,093 buildings wholly or 
partially destroyed during the war 
in the then devastated departments, 
278,8.54 had been rebuilt by Janu- 
ary, 1921. This number had risen 
lo 355,389 ill 1922, and fay January 
1st last 553,977 buildings had been 
rebuilt, or more than 70 per cent. 
of the total destroyed. 

Of 1.923,-179 hectares (about 4,- 
800,000 acres) of devastated field:; 
],69S1200 hectares (about 4,240,000 
acres), were again under cultivation 
hy January last. This remarkable 
result was obtained only through 
the energy and dcvolicn of the 
peasants. 

Recoverv of industry has also 
been striking. Of 22,900 factories 
destroyed 18,091 have been rebuilt 
and 1,351 new factories make a to- 
tal of 19,442. Reconstruction work 
has been limited to strictly neces- 
sary .-iml welMniill factories with 
high chimneys, anri these may now 
be .seen in the midst of temporary 
wooden luits which are still ac- 
commodating the workers. 

The roadways in many parts of 
the late war' zone arc still mere 
tracks rendered uneven by shell 
holes which have been imperfectly 
filled ill with brick.s from the ruins. 
Of 58,697 kilometres (36,700 miles) 
of roadway that needed remaking 
just over half has been made ^ood. 

BROADER EDUCATION 

The Japanese Covermiient, through 
its liducational Director, has or- 
dered that all references of a milit- 
arist and narrowly patriotic kind 
are to be removed from .';chool 
text-hooks, including the "National 
Reader." In place of these are to 
be introduced topics "iiUended to 
cultivate ill the pupil a tone of inter- 
national understanding and human- 
■itarian sentiment." 

Thi.s is a step in ihe right direc- 
tion and if universally adopted 
would do much to foster good will 
among the nations of the earth-

WORLD'S LONGEST TUNNEL 

One of <he greatest tunnels in tlie 
world is Hearing completion. The 
new Siniplon tunnel will shortly be 
ready for traffic, and its transforma- 
tion from a mere gallery into an 
international high road, which \va>s 
first started in December, 1912, will 
greatly stimulate business conduct- 
ed between channel ports and those 
of the Mediterranean. Tremen- 
dous difficulties have been encoun- 
tered and i-'vercome in makititr the 
tunnel. Hot springs iiad to be 
drained away, and at one spot about 
two and a half miles from the 
Italian opening, the rock pressure 
was so great that eighteen nionths 
were spent in boring fiftv vards at 
a cost of $800,000. 

The whole tunnel is twelve and 
n quarter miles long, of which five 
and. a half miles arc on Swiss terri- 
tory. Electric traction will he used, 
so that this will be the cleanest 
tunnel ill Europe.

Bran Gems 
Two tablespoons brown sugar, two 
tablespoons slmrteiiing, a little .salt, 
scant cnp sour milk, half teaspoon 
baking soda, one teaspoon baking 
poM-der, brail and white flour in equal 
quantities to make a rather soft bat- 
ter, bake in gem tins, or drop by 
spoonsful on a buttered baking sheet 
or bread pan. 

Ege'ess Cake 
One package seedless raisins, one 
cup brown sugar, one cup shortening, 
spice a.s liked, one cup boiling water, 
mix and bring to a boil, let simmer 
for ten miiuites, then .set aside till 
cool, dieii add half teaspoon salt and 
• a scant teaspoon soda dissolved in a 
little hot water, flour to make a fairly 
stiff batter. Rake for forty-five min- 
liter ill a rather slow oven. 

Stuffed Flank Steak 
One flank steak, one sliced onion, 

one cnp soup stock, half-cup broad 
crumbs, one tablespoon melted hiit- 
tcf, salt, pepper, minced parsley, one 
teaspoon kitchen bouquet. Remove 
inu.i;cle at one end of the steak and 
^core steak across grain. Dust with 
salt, pepper, parsley and bread 
crumbs, pour butter over, roll and 
tie in two or three places. Lay in 
baking pan. add onion, stock and 
kitchen bonciuet and bake thrce- 
quarlers-honr in moderate oven. 
Remove string and serve.

We Iiave no 
clioice in (be iii;uter of health, a!- 
lliniigb we sonu'times iiiighi bold 
lieallli ;i little mure Rinily than we 
do. riiid vejeei the tilings that injure, 
lis. ,So f:ir as our ebaraclcrs are 
eoneerncd. however. we have a 
choice, and if we are forming low 
and ignoble rliararlers. ii is because 
we have allowed the enemy of our 
souls 10 prevent our taking iiold of 
Ibe ca[)aeilies for good vibieb we 
possess. 

Don't iii.ake llie niislakc of excus- 
ing your faults .'iiid f.i IHtig.s on the 
ground (litil lliey are natural to 
you. People often (ell me ihe.v can- 
not helji doing wrong: il is their 
natural cbaraetcr. T'.iil God has 
made yr,;i and iiie nil .■iiintlier aiiil 
an ahogelher nobler plan! 

Owners of cslate.s go ahnn! vvith 
Ibeir eyes open for the f.-iiills and 
mistake': of oilier estate owner.i;, so 
that they may avoid ibe same 
errors. PtUt with regard lo char- 
aeler. people so often art in ju?l (be 
opposite way. They sec fault-; in 
others, and say, "Tiecausc they fail- 
ed there I need not be so distressed 
about my own fiiills." They give 
way to anger: ibe" Holy Rpiril 
brings tlieni info eondemnalioii, but 
instead of ncceiiling the message 
from Cod, they say, ".Somebody 
treated me Just as badly the other 
day,'' and they make an excuse. 
If they had acted on llic ])riiiciplc 
followed by the estate owner, they 
would only observe the faults in 
olber [leople in order to avoid 
such things themselves, 

Wc get to know people by living 
and working with them, and if. 
when we see in another something 
thai is iinl just or right, we profit 
bv ilie f:inll. we shall get on much 



better than by malting use of that 
fault as an excuse for our own 
failings. 

Then, when a man is bent on de- 
veloping his estate, he is constantly 
on the look-out for wdiat is good 
in other estates. When a man 
.adopts some new plan that turns 
out profitably, his method is al 
nncc iruitatcd by others. That is the 
spirit which, in character develop- 
ment, will make life so nincli more 
like snn.'Jiine for those who iniist 
live and work togellicr. 

Let lis imagine ourselves as being 
ill charge of .a choice garden sei 
apart for ihe ciillivntion of vege- 
tables, n-iiit. :in(l flowers for our 
own use. The first thing that 
strikes us about our ]iIot is lliril we 
cannot have complete cuUiv.-ition 
without producing flowers. We 
cannot have a little gooseberry, or 
even a black currant, without first 
having the flower. 

In llie garden of the heart all the 
good and desirable qualities may be 
com[>aved to flowers. There c;iji lie 
no likeness to fiod without heart- 
likeness. To be like God means 
having a heart like His. Wc must 
he very parllcnlar about the cdlti- 
valioii of the dowers of [iciievo- 
Iciicc, sympatliy. conr.age. kindness, 
huniility, and other t[n;ilities of the 
heart, tf we neglect these we are 
like a garden containing only roots 
and vegcl;ibles. In our cultivation 
of character .we are often tempted 
lo neglect Ibe flowcr.s. but as no 
capable g.arilener h;i.; idea^nre il) .a 
garden without llowers. so il is iiii- 
po.ssiblc for God to find pleasure in 
His garden If the flowers are miss- 
ing. 

There must he a litlle plot for the 
cultivation of flowers alone, and we 
may eonip;ire all lliese qualities nf 
lic.irl — sympathy, kindness, love — 
lo the flowers, ff wc are lo be like 
Gnd wc must cultivate that part of 
our ebaraeler.

Where Harm is Wrought Through 
Want of Thought 

There are forms of cruelty to 
cbiklreu not punishable by law. 
P.irciMs arc the unconscious tor- 
turers. They sisi chiclly through 
ignor.ancc of children's ideals and 
morbid .self-coiiscionsncss. It is 
one of the consolalions of age that 
as we grow older disappointments 
lose much of their power to dis- 
tress hut the eliild has no such im- 
munity. He lacks pcrsiicctive; he 
cannot see heyonil the moment. For 
him the disappoinlment of the hour 
is a lr:igedy that blots out the sun- 
.sliiiie of the future. Because we are 
loo dull to appreciate this..wc deal 
many cruel blows at defenceless 
little ones. 

Act of cruelty 

.^n act of very real cruelty is 
often seen, for instance, in describ- 
ing children's faults and personal 
defects in their presence. In this 
we are somelinies more brutal to 
ebiidren than to grown people, for 
when wc criticize our adult ac- 
quaintances we at least wait until 
lliey are onl of earshot. We 
should not say to Mrs. Smith that 
^be w;is good bn( [)lain, or to Wr. 
Jones that be was ridiculously 
d\v;irlish, or lo Afr. P.rowu that be 
was tluil and stiqiid. but how often 
do we licsllate to .say^lhat Jane is 
a nice child, bnt ugly: that wc fear 
that Johnny will always be under- 
sized : or that we don't know what 
we shall do with Tommy, he is so 
backward at school. 

The unhappy children say noth- 
ing as they listen to our cruel 
crititasm.s, but Jane's eyes are lirini- 
ininii. Johnny linshes, and Toiiiniy 
glower's sullenly. That wc lie:ip 
ii]K)n children iusulls wliich we 
would no! dare lo offer lo people 
of onr own size should fill us with . 
shame and remorse It is. rif cmirse, 
necessary In tell ebiidren of their 
faulls, but to do so luibliely is 
iirntal. CbiMren are keenly :dive to 
iiiiustiee. They are .also , innately 
cliivab-oiis. and' if they feel that 
Ihey ai-e being trc;ited fairly they 
will respond in kind. 

Reckless promises 

Still another hitter cruelty is to 
make promises recklessly that wc 
do not intend to fulfil. "Be good." 
we say. "and I will bring yoti a 
milk-while pony, or a doll that 
lalks. or a gnu, or a dog." .■\nd 'ben 
we go our way. our prninisi-; dl 
forgotteji. Not" so the eliild. For 
days he looks for the gift that never 
comes. 

.All that agony of blighted hope.!; 
and cruel di.sappointinents that llie 
strongest man may feel, who sees 
his heart's desire snatched from 
him. is stilTcred by the child. The 
man has ni.auy desires, the child bnt 
one, and thus to raise him- to the 
pinnacle of anticipation only lo dash 
him down is ruthless cruelty. When 
we look at a child and realize how 
little wo understand of its thoughts, 
ambitions, and desires, ws may well 
go softly, lest we wound where we 
voiilil cberl-h Mid hurt where we 
'\i(uld hi To-l undir.
